Police raid drugs factory months after initial tip-off

Call them paranoid, but 
some Kingston residents 
are still wondering why 
police failed to act on 
their reports of a 
cannabis factory in their 
street. 

The latest in a string of 
cannabis factories was found 
last week, despite Kingston 
police apparently trying to 
keep their investigation 
under wraps. 

Residents of Woodbines 
Avenue, Kingston, were 
angry because despite re¬ 
porting suspicious smells 
coming from the property 
more than four months ago, 
officers have only just raided 
the property. 

The Kingston Guardian 
was contacted on Wednesday, 
November 12, by a con¬ 
cerned resident who said po¬ 
lice and forensic teams had 
been on the street for 24 
hours. 

Kingston police confirmed 
officers were at the scene, 
but a spokeswoman said she 
was “not at liberty to di¬ 
vulge” details of the inci¬ 
dent as it would “impede” 
their investigation. 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokeswoman confirmed of¬ 
ficers were called to reports 
of a burglary at 3.20pm on 
Monday, November 10. 

She said when officers ar¬ 
rived they found the back of 
the house unsecured and dis¬ 
covered a quantity of 
cannabis plants and equip¬ 
ment when they entered the 
property.

Resident Tony Hall said he 
reported the house to police 
more than four months ago 
and was surprised officers 
took so long to act. 

He said: “You could smell it 
50 metres away from the 
other side of the street in the 
summer. The smell was hor¬ 
rendous. 

“There were hardly ever 
any lights on and you can see 
all the glass has been cov¬ 
ered up. It didn’t look lived- 
in and we never saw anyone 
coming or going.” 

It is the third cannabis fac¬ 
tory to be uncovered in as 
many weeks in Kingston, 
after a property in Lovelace 
Road, Surbiton, was found to 
have £500,000 of cannabis 
plants on November 3. Four 
rooms of plants were found 
in a house in Balaclava Road, 
also in Surbiton, on October 
24. 

After those raids, Kingston 
police issued a press release 
asking the public to be vigi¬ 
lant and report any unusual 
activity, including strong 
herbal smells and electric 
lights being left on all day. 

No arrests have been made 
and a Metropolitan Police 
spokeswoman said Kingston 
CID were currently investi¬ 
gating the incident.

Councillors lament 
losing out on £110k 


A council blunder has meant a 
£110,000 payment from a developer 
was lost forever, after no one re¬ 
alised the cash had been ignored 
for a decade. 

Councillors were left red-faced 
when they realised the money, set 
aside in July 1998 to build a new 
access road in Surbiton, had now 
expired because they did not claim 
it before the 10-year deadline. 

It had been promised as part of a 
Section 106 agreement —where de¬ 
velopers contribute towards local 
education and highway improve¬ 
ments as a condition of planning 
permission - for two Victoria Road 
shops. 

Property developer F T Patten 
properties and Halifax Bank 
agreed to pay for a service road

from Surbiton station to be extend¬ 
ed behind the shops, when given 
the go-ahead for a three-storey 
building, which now houses 
Marks and Spencer and Halifax. 

The mistake was exposed at the 
Surbiton neighbourhood commit¬ 
tee meeting last week, when coun¬ 
cillors questioned the salaried 
officers on where exactly the Sec¬ 
tion 106 money was being spent. 

Councillor Nick Kilby said: “I 
have never heard a discussion in 
this neighbourhood about where 
to use the money. 

“I feel we have probably been a 
bit light on our responsibilities.” 

Councillor Liz Green said the 


service road extension had been 
discussed before by the council, 
which considered bidding for Gov¬ 
ernment money to turn it into a 
cycle route. She admitted having 
no idea the money was there. 

To stop the expensive error hap¬ 
pening again, council officers 
were asked to alert elected mem¬ 
bers to other pots of cash which 
had an upcoming expiry date and 
work more closely with council¬ 
lors. 

A council spokesman said it 
dealt with about 100 Section 106 
agreements every year and this 
one had “complicated land owner¬ 
ship issues”.

MoD site proposals are unveiled 


The Rose Theatre has appealed 
to Kingston Council, the univer¬ 
sity and the Arts Council, for 
£600,000 a year in funding. 

The request, which is due to be 
discussed at the council’s execu¬ 
tive committee meeting on Tues¬ 
day, December 9, has angered 
the opposition parties, who re¬ 
minded the Lib Dems of their 
promise not to add in any addi¬ 
tional taxpayers’ money.

12 people banned 
from bars by Bobb 


A tough new scheme banning 
thugs from Kingston’s bars if they 
misbehave has led to 12 people 
being blacklisted in more than 
two months - less than a quarter 
of its target. 

Behave or Be Banned (Bobb) 
was launched by the police and 
Pubwatch in September this year 
and promised to ban people from 
bars for months if they had been 
caught being violent, causing 
criminal damage or carrying 
weapons. 

Kingston had followed the ex¬ 
ample of Harlow, Essex, which

incidents in the town centre as 
people believe, especially the vio¬ 
lent ones.

The 15-pitch site on Hook 
Rise North was last week given 
planning permission for three

‘So nearly blinded by rockets’ 


Youngsters were firing rockets at 
commuters in Norbiton station on 
Friday, an onlooker claimed this 
week. 

Conrad Large said he came close to 
being hit in the face by one of the fire¬ 
work rockets, which he said a 20- 
strong gang fired at passengers on the 
5.21pm train to Waterloo. 

Mr Large said he was shocked to see 
a rocket coming towards his face as 
he turned to see what was happening, 
forcing him to turn and dash into the 
safety of the waiting train. 

He said: “I was so nearly blinded, all

three rockets just missed me. It’s the 
first time I’ve ever experienced any¬ 
thing like that and I’ve done a lot of 
travelling on trains and on the Tube.” 

Mr Large was also at Norbiton sta¬ 
tion when a 17-year-old boy was 
stabbed in the back on October 16, 
and said crime and disorder at the 
station was getting “increasingly 
worse”. 

He said: “One doesn’t really expect

Police officers attended Norbiton sta¬ 
tion on Thursday, October 16, follow¬ 
ing reports of a disturbance between 
a group of youths in the station car 
park at about 9.20pm. 

“A 17-year-old youth attended 
Kingston Hospital following the inci¬ 
dent with two wounds to his back. He 
has since been released.”

Family’s ‘terrible loss’ 
after plumber’s death

The grieving family of an indus¬ 
trial plumber killed in a gas blast 
said this week that no words could 
explain their unimaginable loss. 

Adam Johnston, 38, a father-of- 
two originally from Kingston, died 
when an argonite gas cylinder ex¬ 
ploded at a construction site in 
Hertfordshire. 

The police and the Health and 
Safety Executive were now investi¬ 
gating the accident, which left six 
others injured on November 5. 

Mr Johnston, a former pupil at 
Hollyfield School, Surbiton, leaves 
behind his children, Edward, nine, 
and Alice, seven. 

As they mourned “the best daddy 
in the world”, Michelle Johnston 
paid tribute to her husband at the 
family home in Sutton. 

She said: “As a family, this has 
been a very tragic time. Adam 
went to work and did not come 
home. 

“He was a much-loved and cher¬ 
ished son to Jane, who is still 
based in Kingston. He was always 
there for her after his father 
passed away. 

“It’s a terrible loss and Jane will 
miss him endlessly. To his broth¬ 
ers Richard and Robbie, he was a 
best friend and much loved. Adam 
was a cheeky optimist who loved a 
good joke.” 

Mrs Johnston added: “As his 
wife, there will never be words to 
describe how special Ads’ was. 


Love is a word we all use and even 
such a powerful word is not good 
enough. 

“Adam’s uncle Colin and auntie 
Nicola have said we never lose the 
ones we love for love itself lives 
on, and if everybody thinks of 
Adam with love he will never real¬ 
ly be gone.” 


Adam worked as an advanced 
plumber and gas engineer with 
Crown House Data Solutions. He 
had been on the site for five weeks 
helping to build a data handling 
centre.

For those merely reading about terrorist at¬ 
tacks, genocides, murders and rapes, the 
shock of what has happened may haunt 
them for days. 

For those actually present during these 
incidents, the horror can be long-lasting. It 
might not 
come straight 
away; it might 
take weeks or even 
months. 

But if you have encoun¬ 
tered something terrifying in 
your life it’s likely you will suffer post 
traumatic stress disorder (PTSD). 

Elaine*, 50, from Wimbledon, was stabbed 
by her boyfriend of six months after she 
tried to end the relationship. She says: “He 
told me if I wanted an ending I’d get one 
with a surprise. He was throwing things 
around and telling me I was going to die. 

“He picked up three kitchen knives and 
tried to stab me in the face. He got my ear 
and the lobe was hanging off. Then he 
stabbed me in the chest. I was in the house 
with him for about an hour-and-a-half. I 
didn’t think I was going to get out alive.” 

After smashing up her house he went to 
the toilet and Elaine escaped to a neigh¬ 
bour’s house. They called the emergency 
services and, after a trial, the man was im¬ 
prisoned for four-and- a-half years. 

Throughout the ordeal her attacker was 
in custody and later deported for being an 
illegal immigrant, but somehow Elaine still 
felt constantly afraid. 

She says: “I felt afraid to stay in the house 
on my own. His mother was ringing me up. 
He was ringing me from prison. In the 
evening I found out the back door key was 
missing. It looked like he was coming back. 

“It shook my judgement in people. How 
could I not know that he could be capable of 
something like that? It made me very ner¬ 
vous and suspicious of new people. 

“The attack kept playing in my head like 
a video. At the beginning it was all the time, 
it took over everything.” 


PTSD can be triggered by incidents such 
as attacks, life-threatening illnesses or acci¬ 
dents. Professionals at South West London 
and St George’s Mental Health Trust say 
they treat refugees and servicemen return¬ 
ing from Afghanistan and Iraq, as well as 
people encountering incidents in the UK. 

Survivors of the 7/7 bombings are still 
being treated locally after watching fellow 
commuters die or be mutilated. 

Victims become afraid to carry on with 
their lives, and often encounter flashbacks 
of the incident. In the worst cases, they be¬ 
come too afraid to leave their homes. Some 
can overcome these symptoms alone, while 
others get locked into a cycle which can last 
20 years if left untreated. Local health pro¬ 
fessionals say they can reduce the problems 
by an average of 70 per cent. 

Dr James Thompson, consultant psychol¬ 
ogist at the trust, says: “You begin to see a 
lot of your life in terms of the experiences 
that you have lived though. For example, 
you may look at people in the street and 
think they might pull out a knife. You see 
danger everywhere.” 

It was when Elaine went to her GP to take 
out her stitches she was diagnosed with 
PTSD and referred to the local mental 
health trust. 

Through cognitive behavioural therapy 
(CBT) she was able to come to terms with 
what happened. Part of the therapy in¬ 
volved recording the story on tape and lis¬ 
tening to it again and again. The principle 
is to go though the trauma, repeatedly, until 
the person has dealt with the feelings and is 
no longer anxious. 

Dr Thompson adds: “All people want is to 
feel that others will treat them with under¬ 
standing. Eventually they will communi¬ 
cate and interact again. Give them a chance 
to find their feet.”

Talented Tony’s tour 


Horrid Henry cartoonist Tony Ross 
visits John Lewis Kingston next week 
in a tour with the Bafta-nominated 
series of Little Princess books. He 
spoke to reporter ALITA HOWE 


How did you become a writer? 

I was trained in illustration at 
Liverpool Art School and went 
into advertising. I didn’t like that 
too much, so at every chance I 
drew cartoons for magazines and 
newspapers. It seemed a natural 
progression from that to doing 
a book. 

How did you come up with the 
idea for the Little Princess? 

The Little Princess happened 
when my middle daughter was 
having loo problems. The idea 
came in a flash, or rather an explo¬ 
sion - but she won’t talk about 
that now. 

Where do you draw inspiration 
from? 

I get ideas from my own child¬ 
hood, my children and their 
friends, and from everyday conver¬ 
sation. I took my cat to the board¬ 
ing cattery a few days ago, and the 
next Little Princess dropped 
into my lap. 


Little Princess has won many 
awards, including a Bafta nom¬ 
ination. How does that feel? 

No matter how many flattering 
things happen, the next accolade 
is every bit as exciting as the first. 

This can be a very insular busi¬ 
ness, so it is always a welcome sur¬ 
prise to realise that anyone likes 
the stories. 

Which do you prefer - writing 
or illustrating? 

I prefer writing, because that is 
what comes first and, if that stage 
is OK, the drawing is easy. 


What has been your favourite 
book to write or illustrate? 

My personal favourite is Nursery 
Rhymes. I am rather fond of times 
past, and find historical costume 
and environments much more dec¬ 
orative and fun than modern 
day ones.

Eco-auditors join 
green revolution 


A Chessington import company 
has become the 100th borough 
business to go green by taking 
part in a scheme offering busi¬ 
nesses an environmental audit.

clables, so more waste than was 
necessary was going to landfill. 

Ms Lee-Merryfield recom¬ 
mended that John Artis apply for 
a GoGreen grant towards pur¬ 
chasing a waste baler. 

John Artis’ commercial direc¬ 
tor Mr Weeden said: “Much of 
the packaging waste was going 
directly to landfill and we were 
having to sort through it to pull 
out all the cardboard and glass 
for recycling. 

“Installing a baler will mean 
that waste can be compacted, 
with one section for cardboard 
and the other for plastic. 

“And, we now have a contract in 
place for this to be removed every 
six to eight weeks.” 


Mr Weeden said the baler 
would pay for itself within 16 to 
20 weeks, so there were cost as 
well as environmental benefits. 

“Any business creating card¬ 
board and plastic waste should 
look into this option. Not only 
will they save money, but they 
will also be doing their bit for the 
environment,” he said. 

Diana Sterck, chief executive of 
southlondon.biz, said: “The less 
waste that goes to landfill, the 
better. I believe businesses across 
Kingston should follow the exam¬ 
ple John Artis set.”

NEW ROAD CAR TEST: SUZUKI SWIFT ATTITUDE 


A dose of extra attitude 

Looking for a budget-priced supermini with a little 
more about it? Suzuki’s Swift Attitude special 
edition might fit the bill. Jonathan Crouch reports 


If you had to sum up in a single 
word what Suzuki’s latest genera¬ 
tion Swift supermini holds over its 
predecessor, then ‘attitude’ would be 
quite a good one. 


The look is sharper, the drive more 
dynamic. Appropriate then that the 
special edition three-door version 
bears an ‘attitude’ badge, offering 
the look of the Sport hot hatch but 


the running costs of an entry-level 1.3- 
litre petrol version. 

So what do you get for the 10 grand 
asking price? Well, much of the look 
and feel of the top of the line ‘Sport’ 
model is the answer. 

So there’s air conditioning, plus 
driver and passenger sports seats. 
Keyless start will also be welcome as 
long as (unlike me) you can figure out 
how it works. 

Electric windows and heated door 
mirrors are also included as standard. 
The interior follows a silver effect 
theme, which is complemented by a 
silver-stitched leather-covered steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

Outside, there are body-coloured 
bumpers and rear roof spoiler, tinted 
windows, 17-inch alloy wheels, a 
chrome-covered tailpipe and halogen 
headlamps. You also get six airbags, 
with ABS braking plus EBD (Electron¬ 
ic Brakeforce Distribution to max¬ 
imise braking effect). Just 500 
Attitude models will be produced. Un¬ 
less they sell well of course, in which 
case, Suzuki will doubtless build plen¬ 
ty more. 

Take a seat inside and one of the 
first things you’ll notice is the central¬ 
ly mounted information display that 
takes care of the time, fuel consump¬ 
tion and outside temperature func¬ 
tions. 

Suzuki has listened to customers 



who are tired of manipulating tiny, 
fiddly audio and climate buttons and 
have instead opted for big, easy to 
reach dial-type controls. 

The audio system can also be operat¬ 
ed from a set of optional wheel-mount¬ 
ed switches. 

Fuel economy is key in a car like the 
Swift and an average of 45.6mpg is a 
good showing. This engine is capable 
of hitting 60mph from standstill in 11 
seconds on the way to its 109mph top 
speed. 

One of the key factors in the Swift’s 
handling and packaging is the fact 
that the chassis offers the class widest 
track (1470mm wide at the front and 
1480 at the back), which in turn trans¬ 
lates into the greatest overall width of 
any car in the supermini class 
(1,690mm). 

Coupled with a long wheelbase and 
compact engines, this frees up plenty 
of room in the cabin and allows for a 
213-litre luggage area. 

The big thing weighing in this 
Swift’s favour is its obvious value for 
money, but what of the ongoing run¬ 
ning costs? 

In terms of cost per mile figures, 
which take factors such as deprecia¬ 
tion, insurance, servicing and cost of 
finance into account, this variant will 
work out pretty cheap to run at 
around 30 pence per mile.
